Morale Cycle 
It takes the morale cycle longer to return to its 
starting point than it did earlier in the war. but 
there Is evidence that it is still in operation. 
The Allies are still in continuous motion from 
extremes of optimism to extremes of pessimism, and 
presumably the German* and Japanese are. too. 
though their moods are concealed by close censor­ 
ship 
The cycle was moving steadily toward extreme 
optimism from the time the invasion of 
Europe was managed successfully in June until the 
break-through Into France proper in the late sum­ 
mer. 
It reached Its climax with the demonstration 
of power as Ocn 
Patton's army spearheaded the 
drive for the Rhine and since then it has been mov­ 
ing slowly toward pessimism again. There is evidence 
that it now is reaching its climax and once more there 
will be a gradual expansion of hopefulness which may 
not run its course till Germany'* final defeat 
The 
recent military and diplomatic setbacks have has­ 
tened the climax, but It is evident also that these 
things have been made to seem more serious than 
they really are by their occurrence during a period 
of softening morale 
Earlier in the war. extremes of confidence and 
despair came closer together. 
Everything seemed 
alternately lost or recovered at intervals which some­ 
times were only weeks, not months, apart. 
Morale 
is a vital factor in war, and those who complain that 
everything seems gloomy may reflect with profit that 
for the Germans and the Japanese there now is no 
relief from gloom, except that provided by a minor 
triumph 
Having little, they must make the most of 
what they have 
The Allies, having much, are tempted 
to make too little of it.

For instance, it is now official that horse racing 
and those who make their living at it are not only 
useless but harmful in the war effort 
Baseball

instance, will be diverted into something more useful, 
and also professional football and hockey players, 
pool room operators, movie and stage actors, and 
musicians 
While all these occupational groups are sure in 
their own minds that thpy are not only useful but 
contributing directly to the war—as no doubt race­ 
track and baseball people, themselves, are sure—the 
fact I* that many of their fellow citizens do not see 
it that way. 
A man who earns his livelihood pro­ 
saically shoveling coal, selling neckties, practicing 
law, or working in a war plant hardly can be ex­ 
pected to believe that anyone who makes a glamorous 
living playing baseball, for instance, is contributing 
anything to the war, and baseball players are similarly 
skeptical about other occupations. 
As a m atter of 
fact, to hear the conversation on the subject, one 
might conclude that even war workers, self-styled, 
are to be regarded with suspicion. 
When govern­ 
ment begins to separate the useless goats from the 
useful sheep, all goats are sheep in their own eyes 
and all sheep are likely to be goats in the other 
fellow’s eyes.
